BClNCiXNATi, April 24.— Thursdiiy'sde. 
vdoimieuts in the Scott Jackson trial 
for the murder of Pearl Rryaii proved 
most damagiiiR for the priKouer. Dr. 
Jtokini and Dr. Fishback, thoagh dif- 
fnrintt wmewhat in teohnical points, 

■re agrowl that Pearl Pryan was be- 
headed while Hhe was yet alive. Dr. 
Jenkins duiitiod that had nhe beeu dead 
when Hhe was decapitated the blood 
woold not have been so completely 
drained from the body. Dr. Fiahback 
■aid that the Uood on the priret buhes 
could only hmf ported fkom • live 
bo<ly. 

The crowd began filling iu the court- 
room long before court was convened, 
and when tiia aheaiff nqiped for order, 
atandingroom waa at a piremiam. 

Dr. J. O. Jenkins, who assisted in the 
postmortem, was recalled and cnxs- 
examined by Mr. Cr.-xwford. lie said 
that he was of the opinion that the head 
had been severed during life, giving as 
his reasons tlio presence of blood in the 
vessels of the body. He also said that 
the wounds in the fingers and the re- 
traction of the skin showed that. Tliere 
was no retraction of the skin in a dead 
body, and hence the woiind.s on the 
hand were inflicted during life. 

Dr. Fishba< k, whoal.so assisted in tin 
postmortem, was the next witness in- 
troduced. Ho said that the boiiy indi- 
cated that the dead woman was in per- 
fect health, as all of the organs were iu 
perfect order, and the external appear' 
ance was almost perfect. The wounds 
were next described by the witness. 
When asked if he hiul found any riots 
of blood on the body, the witness said 
he had found a small clot in the pulmo- 
nary artery, but none in the hand. His 
opinion as to how the cuts on the hand 
were inflicted was that the knife had 
been applied to the neck, and the girl, 
ia defending lierself, had struck the 
weapon with her hand. He said, in re- 
aponie to a question from Colouel Nel- 
■on« that he believed death resulted 
from ^ wound on the neck, and that 
ahe waa alive when the operation of d« 
caj^tation waa begnn. 

On oroM-exanunation by Ciolouel 
Cravrf ord, the witneae said that Uood 
might have sported from the neck after 
the severance of the head, even though 
deaUi had resulted from another nnna- 
tnral cause. He was emphatic in the 
statement, however, that the head 
would necessarily have been out off n 
few second after death in oldar for the 
blood to flow. 

(^■'How long does it take to sever a 

head from a body?" asked Ck>louel 
Crawford. 

• I do not know," he said. 

"Was tlio head of MisS BiTan ikill- 

fullv cut off or not?" 

"Very skillfnllj' done." 

Judge Helm here asked the witness 
how iiiaiiy strokes of a knife it would 
take lur a skillful oiu'r.itor to cut oil' a 
head, the witm'ss answering that it 
wouhl t.ike many strokes, and would 
pri)lialily take liva iniuut< n. 

Fishback here stepped down and 
Judge Helm adjonmad court until 2 
o'clock. 

Kdgar Scholield was tiie first witness 
called at the afternoon session of tlie 
court. He testitied to being tlio ngent 
by whom the stonnu h of Pearl Bryan 
audits contents were taktB tO Dr. W. 
Crane in Cincinnati. 

Dr. W. D. Litter of near L«'esborough, 
Ky., followed Dr. Scliofield. He testi- 
fied to the fact that he w.is called into 
Jackson and Walling's room by Jackson 
about 10 days before the murder and 
questioned as to the action and effect of 
cocaine. 

Mta. A. S. Bryan, the aged mother of 
the disad girl, was the next witness. 
6he made a pathetic figure, clad in 
Uaok, in tiie witness box. 

She testified to the fact that Scott 
Jackson had been a frequent caller at 
her home in Oreencastle and often took 
Paarl out riding in a bnggjr. She iden- 
tified the dotmng on exmbition as that 
of her daughter. She told about iden- 
tifying as nor daughter*! the body of 
the headless girl shipped to Gmeu- 
castle. 

■'Is there any doabt abovt^hat being 
your daughter'a hodyfaaked Ookmel 

Nelson. 

None iu the leaat," answered the 

mcilher. 

She named as means of identification 
the same bodily marks that Mrs. Stan- 
ley had named. 

Dr. G. I. CuUeuof 714 West Sixth 
street was the next witness. He had 
visited the scene of the murder shortly 
after tlie Imdv was found. He said that 
u head could be cut otf in 30 seconds. 
Asked as to the use of cocaine for a 
crinuiml oi« ralion, he said: "I know 
iif 111) instance where ( nc aine has beei 
usetl internally foi- sucli a purjKj.se." 

Druggist 11. C Uhleii of riuth street 
was tha next witness. He t«»tilied that 
Scott Jackson had purchased inhlsstoie 
17 grains of cocaine on Jan. JW. He 
said he wanted to use it in u preparation 
for killing Itain before pulling teeth. 

Mrs. Mary Morgan testilled to finding 
Pearl Bryan's hat and the bloody 
handkerchief near tha mmm <i< the 
murder. 

William White, the Newport under- 
taker, at wboee morgue Pearl Bryan's 



ing wfiicii the police were struggling 
with the problem of ita identity, was 
next examined. Hia teatbnony waa of 

no iin}K)rtanoe. 

Fred Biyati, the victim's brother, tes- 
tified that Scott Jackson had been a 
f re(jueut caller at their house. He said 
that Pearl had left Greeucaatle over the 
Vaudalia at 1 :85 o'clock in the after- 
noon, and he thought iihe was going to 
Indianapolis to visit Stella Fisher. He 
identified as his own the bloody valise, 
in which Pearl Bryan's head was sup- 
posed to have been carried, and made 
the identification doubly sure by pro- 
ducing a key whieh ulocked the 
satchel. 

I Allen Johnaon. the porter in Dave 
WalUngfofd'a Mioon, waa then called, 
and waa the lliat colored witneaa. H( 
testilled to knowing Jaokaon and Wal- 
ling aa th«7 had often been in tha place. 
On Friday evening, Jan. 81, Jackson 

and a girl were in the place. Jackson 
borruwcd 12 from Walliugford, drank 
wliiskv over the bur. He aftervs'ard 
left with the girl in a cab. His de- 
scription of the girl tallies exactly with 
that of Pearl Bryan. Johnson identi- 
fied the dress and hat of Pearl Kryan. 
He only looked at a comer of the be- 
spattered dreaa and itld. **Tea'm that's 
tlie dress." 

His testimony waa not ahakan in the 
cross-examination. 

Court tuliourned at 5 ji. m., With 
lahnaoa still on the stand.

He was a nian of iiati<inal reputation as 
a ix)pular and ett'ectivo liepublicau cam- 
paign orator. In 1852 ho was a candi- 
date on the Whig ticket for lieutenant 
governor and while not elected, ran 
ahead of hia ticket aeveral thonaand 
Totea. 

He was a member of the Forty-second 
and Forty-third congreaaee from the old 

Tenth district. He made 40 speeches 
all over the United States on the tariff 
(inestion during the Garfield campaign, 
lie was minister to Uruguay and Para- 
guay under the Garfield admiuLitra- 
tion.

CoLtTMBCS, O., Ajnil 24.— Without 
any debate, and after a few remarks of 
an approving nature by Mr. Ely, tiic 
senate passed the Dodge hooae bUl pro- 
viding for additiona to the state house. 
There waa but little opjiosition, only 
three senators, Messrs. Hamilton, Mor 
gan and Khryock, voting against the 
bill, while there waa aa attrmattT* of 

30. 

The new law providea that tha gov- 
ernor, a judge of the anpreme conrt. 
the president of the senate, the speaker 
of the house and the adjutant general 
shall solicit plans from 10 architects to 
be submitted by Oct. 1, and a aalaotioil 
is to be made by Nov. 1, 18Uti. 

Specifications are to be drawn up and 
a commission of four appointed by the 
governor before March 1, 1897, to super 
vise the construction. 

The law contemplates thu renioileling 
of the present capit{)l by either adding 
an additional story with modern toweis 
and entrances, or the construction of 
winga to the ueaent building. The 
idea ia to spend $1,000,000 on thia im 
provement. 

The preaent law appropriatea $400,- 
000, leaving the balance for subseqneut 
le^slatnrea to handle. 

The aenate alao paaaed Mr. Dana's 
biU taxing wholeaale dealers in cigar 
ettes 1800 a year and retail dealers |100 
a year. The measure ia designed as a 
revenue raiser and not a prohibitive 
one. Mr. Dana will tir to secure action 
by the honae. but hia hopaa are not on 
limited.

Mr. Sullivan's biU regtdring city 
clerks to ])ri'it their financial statements 
once a year- in two papers of opiH)site 

politics. 

House bill by Mr. McBride, to prevent 
the adulteration of aud deception in the 
sale of linseed oil. 

House bill by Mr. Deaton. repealing 
the section ef the pure food laws pro- 
viding tliai oiie lialf of the tines for vio- 
lation of said laws l'o to the informer. 

House bill, to prevent tne transporta- 
tion within this state of hogs iiilectod 
with cholera. 

House bill, to provide for the refund- 
ing of taxes collected under tiia direct 

inheritiince act. 

House bii. providing that townshij) 
trustees shall erect guide Iniards at cross 
roads. 

Senate bill to provide for tlie sale of 
the working home for the blind. 

House biil amending the law relating 
to the shcrilt's' c<un])ensation for sum- 
moning jui'ors. the fees being reduced. 

The house pas-sed one measure which 
is expected to be a reveiun? raiser. It 
waa Mr. Hard's bill reciuiring ciM-taui 
corporutifjiis for profit to tile annual n 
ports with the secretary of state and to 
l)ay fees therefor. The measure pro- 
vides that all corjK)rations for prolit 
having a capital stuck, except buuks, 
saving and loan associations, building 
and loan associations, insurance com- 
p.inies, railwiiy and sleeping car compa- 
nies, shiill make a report in writing to 
the .secretary of state annually on tlie 
first day of January, or in 60 days 
thereafter, on the condition of the cor 
'poration on the it 1st day of December 
preceding, showing the name of the 
company, lorationoif the principal office, 
namea and addreaaea of the officers, 
amount authorized capital stock, 
amount subscribed, amount paid in, 
names aud addresses of atookholders 
aud number of aharea owned by each. 
The feea to '^e paid in are regulated ac- 
cording to the amoimt of ca^tal atock. 
If the capital atook ia tlO.OOO or less, 
the fee ia to be $5; more man |10,Ooo 
aud leaa than #100,000, $10; more than 
$100,000 and leaa than $300,000, $16; 
more than $800,000 and less than $£0(i.- 
000, $20; more than $500,000 and less 
than $1,000,000, $25; $1,000,000 or more. 
$80. It ia stated that the measure will 
bring about $140,000 into the treaftury. 

The bill amending Section ^'M8 so as 
to provide that when a ward dies his 
guardian shall administer liis estate, 
was passed as was the bill authorizing 
conunissiouers tu provide for copying 
county iudnaa whaa thay are heooming 
illegible.

In fact, it waa a (^uay con- 
vention all through, although those op- 
nosed to that gentleman aiade things 
lively on the floor of the convention 
aud in committee room. 

The financial plank of the platform is 
as follows: "Faithful to its record, be- 
lieving that the people are entitled to 
the use of the beat monej and ana'ous 
to restore ond preee r ve the iaduatrial 
and commercial proaperity of the 
Union, the Republican par^ favors in- 
ternational bimetallism, aud until tHat 
can be established upon government ac- 
count it (lemiuids the mainteuanoe <rf 
the existing gold standard of value."

FRENCH CABINET RESIGNS. 

Not Abia to Saeura Kallaf For SladaipMear 

Th«.v M«*p Ihtivu iiimI Out. 

PaHI.s, April 04. —Tlie cabinet h.is re- 
signed. M. Bourgeois, in announcing 
the resignation of the miuistiy, road a 
statement contesting the right of the 
senate to overthrow a ministry or to be 
the sole intcpretor of the constitution, 
but he a<lde(i, in view of the impossi- 
bility of securing proper militai-y reliefs 
for .Madagascar, the cabinet waa oom- 

pfUed to resign. 

Tln^ lireimer was frequently inter- 
rupted with cries fiom tho Extreme 
Left of "Down with the senate," and 
when the miuisKus liled out of the 
bousu there was loud applause from the 
Right and Center, to which the Left re- 
plied with loud cries of "Turn out the 
senate," "Down with the senate." 
A scene of prolonged tumult followed. 

Tho crisis precipitated by the resigna- 
tion of the cabinet has sot the poUti- 
ciana of all shades briskly at work tu 
get what advantage is possible ont of 
the new furmatiou. The Bourgeois 
cabinet, distinotiy Radical as it has 
been and even aooialistio, has held oflioe 
longer and Hcooraplished more than was 
thought possible when it flrat took ofllce 
after M. Bitot'a overthrow. The opin- 
ion is ext>res8ed iu the lobbies that M. 
Boui'geois has made a blunder in resign- 
ing oven new, and that ho could havu 
defied tho senate and continued to \uM 
ottico with the approval of tho chartibcr. 

It is feareii that tho prest>nt cabinet 
crisis may have serious efi'ccts on the 
political tub) ic. It seems ])robable that 
a presidential crisis will ensue. In fact 
ithas been argued by some of the dep- 
uties that til resiguutioii of the presi- 
dencj' by .M l'"aure is )iart of .M. Bour- 
geois' plan, riie two chambers would 
liave to meet t'igetlier as one, the na- 
tional asseii ly to elect a IM'W presi- 
dent. .M . ...lurgcdis belu'vcs that he 
couli I cdiit ro the nal loiial as^euilily as 
one body, tliough ;is two chambers tho 
senate ia aga -.ist him.
